Welcome  to  our  78th  MAIN  AUCTION  SALE  of  coins  of  the  world.  This  catalog  is  a "collectors'  sale"  of  specialized  material 
with  some  general  odds  and  ends  tossed  in  as  well. 

We  are  very  pleased  to  be  presenting  a splendid  collection  of  the  gold,  silver,  and  base  metal  coinage  of  Ecuador  by  date,  initials, 
and  die  variety.  It  has  been  an  interesting  exercise  to  catalog  these  coins  and  patterns,  the  most  complete  group  that  we  have  ever  seen 
or  heard  about.  Certain  of  the  early  minor  coins  may  be  listed  in  the  Krause  telephone  book  for  only  a few  dollars,  but  after  doing  re- 
search with  older  catalogs,  we  find  that  many  of  these  pieces  were  missing  from  the  great  Latin  American  collections  of  the  past.  The 
true  indication  of  scarcity  and  of  value  must  depend  upon  when  a given  coin  last  appeared  for  sale  and  in  what  grade  it  was  offered. 

Perhaps  the  grouping  of  Two  Reales  pieces  is  the  most  significant,  although  they  are  not  as  "pricey"  as  the  Eight  Reales  patterns. 
It  is  seldom,  indeed,  that  an  Ecuador  Two  Reales  of  1862  appears  for  sale,  yet  we  offer  three  different  types  of  Two  Reales  of  that 
date  in  this  collection.  The  Two  Reales  of  1857  is  not  a glamorous  coin,  but  it  is  the  only  specimen  known  to  the  cataloguers. 

Another  worthwhile  section  of  this  catalog  consists  of  silver  coins  of  the  Spanish  American  colonial  mints.  The  choice  cobs  pre- 
sented are  not  an  overly  large  grouping,  but  there  are  many  most  important  pieces.  The  charming  Nuevo  Reino  8 Reales  of  1665  with 
the  Dutch  countermark  of  the  Golden  Fleece  is  a well  known  old  specimen.  The  large  group  of  heart  shaped  pieces  from  Potosi  and 
Lima  would  be  nearly  impossible  to  duplicate.  The  three  varieties  of  Eight  Reales  pieces  of  the  1659-1660  Star  of  Lima  series  form  a 
most  impressive  set  of  these  rare  provisional  issues. 


In  a few  weeks  our  clients  will  be  receiving  the  catalog  for  our  December  auction  at  the  New  York  International  Numismatic 
Convention.  That  sale  will  fall  into  two  basic  sections:  Gold  and  Silver  coins  of  Europe  and  Asia,  including  many  classic  rarities,  and 
Gold  and  Silver  coins  of  the  Spanish  World.  Many  of  these  numismatic  treasures  come  from  the  collection  of  the  late  Frank  Liveright 
who  made  most  of  his  major  numismatic  acquisitions  in  the  period  of  1911-1925.  Thus  we  find  that  the  Danish  gold  rarities  offered 
come  from  the  Bruun  Collection,  the  Portuguese  gold  countermarks  come  from  the  Meilli  Collection,  many  of  the  Dutch  countermarks 
come  from  the  Ruys  de  Perez  Collection,  and  so  on  down  the  list  of  countries.  It  should  be  a handsome  sale  of  very  nice  old  coins  with 
distinguished  provenance.

THE  COINSOF  ECUADOR 

We  take  great  pleasure  in  offering  our  clients  the  opportunity  to  bid  for  coins  from  the  following  lots  of  Ecuadorian  coinage.  The 
collection  surely  is  the  finest  grouping  ever  assembled  of  the  coinage  of  this  fascinating  small  country.  The  large  sized  gold  coins  of  this 
collection  (which  included  the  1862  Fifty  Francos  and  the  1844  8 Escudos  plus  all  three  varieties  of  the  1845)  have  been  kept  in  Ecuador 
as  part  of  the  National  Patrimony.  This  collection  contains  so  many  coins  not  listed  by  previous  cataloguers  that  we  have  found  it  neces- 
sary to  evolve  our  own  numbering  system.  Accordingly,  C/M  numbers  following  a listing  stand  for  Christensen/Maulme.  In  addition  to  the 
remarkable  group  of  coins  hereafter  presented,  a certain  very  few  known  Ecuadorian  coins  are  not  offered  at  this  time.  They  have  been 
noted  in  the  text  in  italics. 


After  a frustrated  attempt  at  rebellion  in  1809,  Ecuador  achieved  independence  on  October  9,  1820.  It  became  part  of  the  Confed- 
eration of  Gran  Colombia  together  with  Nueva  Granada  and  Venezuela.  For  various  reasons  the  federal  system  did  not  work,  and  Ecuador 
seceded  and  declared  itself  an  independent  state  on  May  1 3,  1 830.  The  Mint  at  Quito  was  established  by  decree  of  November  8,  1831.  In 
1832  the  mint  began  operations  by  countermarking  good  quality  Colombian  coins  with  a monogram  MQ  for  Moneda  de  Quito,  thus  re- 
validating Colombian  coinage  for  Ecuadorian  usage.  Dollar  sized  pieces  with  this  countermark  appear  from  time  to  time,  but  the  MQ  coun- 
termark on  smaller  pieces  is  extremely  rare.  Another  countermark  of  an  incuse  R appears  on  some  early  Colombian  1 Real  pieces.  It  is 
suspected  that  this  may  be  an  Ecuadorian  revalidation  mark,  but  no  documentation  has  yet  been  found  so  they  have  been  omitted  from 
the  present  listing.

The  early  billon  cuartiUas  of  bcuador  are  exceedingly  rare. 
The  collector  should  not  discount  them  simpiy  because  we 
are  abie  to  offer  five  varieties  here.  In  the  splendid  Newcomer 
sale  of  1933,  an  1843  cuartiUa  in  ET  was  listed  as  “Very 
Rare"  and  sold  for  $7.50.  In  the  same  sale  the  1846  8 Reales 
piece  was  called  “Scarce"  and  sold  for  $6.00,  four-fifths  the 
price  of  the  cuartiUa.  Today  the  8 Reales  sells  for  about 
$2,000.00.  What  should  the  cuartiUa  sell  for?  The  ration  of 
prices  won’t  continue,  but  bear  in  mind  that  there  were  no 
1842  or  1843  cuartiUas  in  the  superb  Latin  American  collec- 
tions formed  by  Fonrobert,  Bergsoe,  Salbach,  Peitzer, 
or  Virgil  Brand.  The  Parsons  and  Anderson  Collections  had 
the  1843  but  no  1842.  They  are  truly  rare!

The  two  following  1862  Eight  Reales  pieces  are  among  the 
most  significant  of  all  Latin  American  silver  dollars  as  well  as 
being  among  the  rarest. 

In  1862  Ecuador  had  great  plans  for  a newly  designed  coin- 
age and  modern  mint  equipment.  After  centuries  on  the 
8panish  system  of  reales  and  escudos,  Ecuador  adopted  the 
Latin  system  of  the  Peso  of  5 Francos  for  its  1858  issue. 
Many  French  and  Belgian  5 Franc  pieces  were  circulating 
throughout  all  of  Ecuador  and  Nueva  Granada  at  that  time. 
5 Francs  was  to  be  equal  to  10  reales  or  one  franc  to  2 reales. 
The  Ecuadorian  population,  however,  was  only  willing  to 
accept  them  as  6 reales  for  5 francs. 

The  government  of  President  Gabriel  Garcia  Moreno  pro- 
posed a reversion  to  the  real  denomination  for  the  silver 
coins  but  retained  the  Franco  for  gold,  reasoning,  no  doubt, 
that  while  the  silver  would  be  in  local  circulation,  the  large 
sized  gold  pieces  would  mostly  be  used  in  foreigh  exchange 
transactions.  Accordingly,  Ecuador  contacted  the  Birming- 
ham Mint  and  Morgan  & Orr  of  Philadelphia  with  regard  to 
new  mint  machinery  and  contracted  with  the  Paris  Mint  for 
new  coinage  designs.  At  the  same  time  the  local  Quito  en- 
gravers also  proceeded  with  a new  coinage  using  the  old  de- 
signs but  with  the  fineness  expressed  metrically  as  0,666 
instead  of  in  the  Spanish  dineros  system. 

All  of  the  coins  and  patterns  struck  with  the  1862  date  are 
very  rare  with  the  exception  of  the  circulating  French  de- 
signed 4 Reales.  The  complete  list  of  coinage  follows:

Note  that  all  of  these  pieces  with  the  exception  of  the  50 
Francos  gold  (present  in  this  collection  but  retained  in  Ecua- 
dor) are  included  in  our  offering.  The  French  coinage  was  de- 
signed and  executed  by  Albert  Desire  Barre  who  succeeded 
his  father  J.  J.  Barre  as  Graveur  General  de  la  Monnaie.  Along 
with  the  Ecuadorian  designs,  Barre's  other  notable  Latin  Am- 
erican works  include  the  Colombia  gold  and  silver  essais  of 
1872-1873  and  the  modern  Venezuelan  coinage.  We  have 
been  able  to  trace  only  4 examples  in  all  of  the  1862  Eight 
Reales  - two  each  with  plain  and  with  milled  edge.  The  fol- 
lowing two  lots  are  half  of  the  known  population  of  these 
lovely  and  historical  coins.
